Keenly 
as we were aware a year ago of 
the enterprise of life and death 
upon which the nation had em- 
barked, we did not perceive its 
meaning as clearly as we do iow. 

We knew that we were all 
partners and must stand and 
Strive together, but we did not 
realize as we do now that we 
were all enlisted men, members 
of a single army, of many parts 
and many tasks, but comn.anded 
by a single obligation, our faces 
set toward a single object. We 
now know that every too! in 
every essential industry is a 
weapon, and a weapon wielded 
for the same purpose that an 
army rifle is wielded, a weapon 
which if we were to lay down 
no rifle would be of any use. 

The War's Justification. 

And a weapon for what? 
What is the war for? Why are 
we enlisted? Why should we 
be ashamed if we were not en- 
listed? At first it seemed hardly 
more than a war of defense 
against the military aggression 
of Germany. Belgium had been 
Violated, France invaded and 
Germany was afield again, as in 
1870 and 1866, to work out her 
ambitions in Europe. And it 
was necessary to meet her force 
with force. But it is clear now 
that it is much more than a war 
to alter the balance of power in 
Europe. Germany, it is now 
plain, was striking at what free 
men everywhere desire and must 
have—the right to determine 
their own fortunes, to insist 
upon justice and to oblige gov- 
ernments to act for them and 
not for the private and selfish 
interest of a governing class. 

It is a war to make the nations 
and people of the world secure 
against every such power as the 
German autocracy represents. It 
is a war of emancipation. Not 
until it is won can men any- 
where live free from constant 
fear or breathe freely while they 
go about their daily tasks and 
know that governments are their 
servants, not their masters. 


“The War of Wars.” 

This is, therefore, the war of 
all wars Which labor should sup- 
port and\suppor with all its 
concentrat power. The world 
cannot be safe, men’s lives can- 
not be secure, no man’s rights 
can be confidently and success- 
fully asserted against the rule 
and mastery of arbitrary groups 
and special interests, so long as 
rovernments like that which, 
after long premeditation, drew 
Austria and Germany into this 
war are permitted to contro! the 
destinies and the daily fortunes 
of men and nations, plotting 


while honest men work, laying 
the fires of which innocent men, 
women and children are to be 
the fuel. 

You know the nature of this 
war. It is a war which industry 
must sustain. The army of la- 
borers at home is as important, 
as essential, as the army of fight- 
ing men in the far fields of act- 
val battle. And the laborer is 
not only needed as much as the 
soldier. It is his war. The sol- 
dier is his champion and repre- 
sentative. To fail to win would 
be to imperil everything that the 
laborer has striven for and held 
dear since freedom first had its 
dawn and his struggle for justice 
began. The soldiers at the front 
know this. It steels their muscles 
to think of it. They are crusaders. 
They are fighting for no selfish 
advantage for their own nation. 
They would despise anyone who 
fought for the selfish advantage 
of any nation. 

They are giving lives’ that 
homes everywhere, as well as 
the homes they love in America, 
may be kept sacred and safe 
and men everywhere be free as 
they insist upon being free. They 
are fighting for the ideals of 
their own land—great ideals, im- 
mortal ideals, ideals which shal! 
light the way for all men to the 
places where justice is done and 
men with lifted heads and the 
emancipated spirits. That is the 
reason they fight with solemn 
joy and are invincible. 

A Day of Resolutions. 

Let us make this, therefore, a 
day of fresh comprehension not 
only of what we are about, and 
of renewed and clcar-eyed reso- 
lution, but a day of concentra- 
tion also, in which we devote 
ourselves without pause or limit 
to the great task of setting our 
own country and the who'e 
world free to render justice to 
all and of making it impossible 
for small groups of political 
rulers anywhere to disturb our 
peace or the peace of the world 
or in any way to make tools and 
puppets of those upon whose 
consent and upon whose power 
their own authority and their 
own very existence depends. 

We ma&y count upon each 
other. TWe nation is of a single 
mind. It is taking counsel with 
no special class. It is serving no 
private or single interest. Its 
own mind has been cleared and 
fortified by these days which 
burn the dross away. The light 
of a new conviction has pene- 
trated to every class amongst us. 
We realize as we never realized 
before that we are comrades, de- 
pendent on one another, irresist- 
ible when united, powerless when 
divided. 

And so we join hands to lead 
the world to a new and better 
day.

Taxation has been readily accepted by 
the industries generally and will prove 
further acceptable up to a rate that 
threatens to discourage manufacture. It 
carries with it the danger that under cer- 
tain conditions an excessive tax may spell 


actual ruin for some weaker business 


concerns whose activity is nevertheless 
an important one in the furnishing of 


war materials. 
Borrowing may bring the same amount 


to the Treasury as will taxation, subject 
to the return to the lender of the money, 
as 


borrowed, within a time determined 
safe by the Treasury. 

The present policy adopted by the coun- 
try is a combination of the two meth- 
ods. 


New plan: My suggestion is such mod- 
ification of the taxation plan aa will avoid 
the evils and dangers of excessive taxa- 
tien by changing, at the point where the 
G@anger begins, to loans instead of taxes, 
but the loans to be forced loans. The 
1917 tax rate may be assumed as repre- 
senting a proven safe maximum taxation. 

A manufacturer would, under this sug- 
gested plan, return to the Government 
the same total amount as it might decide 
it needs; the Government in turn would 
give him its note payable in the shape of 
lean certificates for such excess over 
gafe taxation as might otherwise imperil 
or destroy certain businesses and with 
that imperil or even destroy a corre- 
sponding source of revenue. The posses- 
sion of such loan certificates as a safe as- 
set and collateral would enable the man- 
ufacture to safely stand the streas. Nor 


need such certificates bear as high a rate | 


of interest as the later Liberty Loans; 
probably 3 per cent would be ample, pro- 
vided these loans are made entirely free 
of all taxes, as they should be in fair- 
ness to their character of forced loans. 
The amount to be so raised could be 
made fully equal to, and to even some- 
what exceed, the amount that it is ex- 
pected to secure from increased indus- 
trial taxation.
